It Will Mean a Two Cent Serv ­ 
ice, of Course. 


PUT CONVICTS TO WORK, 


Item s of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit of 
“Democrat” Readers. 


St. Louis railroad men are g iv ing 
themselv es v ery little concern ov er 
the mov ement to secure the enact­ 
ment of a law by the leg islature 
compelling railroads to furnish the 
public with transportation at 2 cents 
a mile. 
As one g eneral passeng er 
ag ent ex pressed it: 
“ You may pass a law compelling 
cig ar dealers to sell cig ars for a 
nickel apiece, but y ou can't compel 
them to furnish 10-cent cig ars at 
that price. 
It's the same way with 
railroads. 
If the 2 cent rate be­ 
come a law we will hav e to furnish 
inferior serv ice. 
There will be no 
more fast trains, no dining cars, no 
ex pensiv e equipment and the num­ 
ber of trains will be materially di­ 
minished. 
The railroads will not 
sufier. 
The 
hardships 
that 
will 
ensue will fall on the public.” 
Another passeng er ag ent 
said: 
*‘The state is not thickly enpug h 
populated to justify a 2 cent rate 
and the traffic will not sustain it. 
In populous commonwealths, like 
New York, a 2*cent rate is feasible. 
Out this way it is out of the ques­ 
tion. 
The railroads are all losing 
money at the present fig ure. 
If 
forced to carry passeng ers for 2 
cents a mile the only result can be 
reduced number of trains and in- 
feripr sev ice.” 
A half dozen g eneral passeng er 
ag ents interv iewed by a Republic 
reporter ex pressed v iews in line with 
the abov e. 


Convicts to Build a Road. 
A meeting of the Little Rock 
Board of Trade, attended by an un­ 
usually larg e number of business 
men, was held y esterday afternoon 
to receiv e the report of the commit­ 
tee appointed to look into the leg al 
features of the proposed railroad to 
be built with conv ict labor by the 
state. 
The report was submitted 
by J . A. Blackwood and sig ned by 
ex -Chief J ustice Cockrell, Colonel 
J ohn M. Moore and himself. 
It 
say s: 
“ I. There is no leg al objection 
to the state building , 
equipping , 
owning and operating a railroad, or 
leasing it to others to be operated. 
“ 2. There is no leg al objection 
to the Slate issuing bonds, to be se­ 
cured by a mortg ag e on the railroad 
bed and property of the railroad 
alone to pay for the iron and roll­ 
ing stock of the railroad, ex pressly 
stipulating that the state assume no 
personal liability . 
“ 3. We think it would be leg al 
tor the state to employ her surplus 
conv icts in building a railroad by 
leasing them to some railroad com­ 
pany and taking pay for the use of 
such conv icts in bonds, secured by 
a mortg ag e on the property , or she 
could hire them for a limited con­ 
sideration.” 
/ 
The report was adopted and a 
committee appointed to draft a bill 
for introduction during the early 
part of the coming session of the 
leg islature.

have witnessed scenes of an ejjic 
character, which iliustrato.l well the 
vrarlike nature of this peo])le. 
Ill 1801 tlie jiriiicc (lie being then 
20 years of age) looked on unmoved 
at the struggle maintain*,' 1 by the 
Herzegovinians 
against 
Turlow. 
Signs of mourniii'i: for Dauilo I. 
were still out in tiic town wlien a 
messenger brought the mnvs that 
ill.' eueiny had arrived on l\Iontene- 
grin soil. 
Nicolas ordered the royal 
standard lobe unfurled on the pal­ 
ace, arms, ammunition and horses 
to bo in readiness, and messengers to 
bo dispatched in every direction. 
That same evening, at sunset, the 
prince Sv'atcd himself uncl.ir the tree, 
and all the inhabitants of Cettigiie 
stood around him, 
while lie pro­ 
claimed the state of war, and in­ 
toned the “Pesma,” a collection of 
warlike songs and patriotic liymns 
destined to rouse the courage of the 
least bellicose. 
Ill the present day, when lie holds 
his court of justice, the humblest as 
well as the first among his citizens 
may apjiroach him; no other inter­ 
mediary exists between him and his 
subjects. 
He.corresponds and con­ 
verses directly with the highest and 
the lowest of them. 
No need for 
anyone to employ a lawyer to settle 
a dis])ute; when two |)artics are not 
agreed on any legal ]X)int tlicy refer 
the case at once to th-' prince, and 
whatever sentence he pronounc's is 
accepted witliout a murmur. 
From 
30 to 40 ])crsons, having grievances 
to be settled, assemble every even­ 
ing in the neighborhood of the pal­ 
ace, smoking tlieir pipe's ami wait­ 
ing x>ntiently for the prince to ar­ 
rive. 
If ho should not show himself 
by chance, they return homo (juietly 
and come again the following day. 
A short time ago a spectator de­ 
scribed 
one 
of 
these 
sittiin^s: 
Nicolas L, yester lay evening, after 
taking a walk in the princi[)al street 
of Cettigne, aecumpanit'I 
by his 
father-in-law and the ministers of 
war and linancc, returned to the 
tree and opened tl;e audience. 
The 
peers who accompanied him, acting 
as ushers, called ujxm tlie {ilaintiffs 
one by one to apxiroacli. 
The de­ 
fendants are not always present. The 
.idaintirf then, removing his cap, ad­ 
vances towards tiie prince, who of­ 
fers liis hand to be kissed. 
The 
faithful subject, who has left 
his 
weapons at Lome, bows very low; 
then, standing erect, states his case 
in a few words. 
The yirinco listens 
attentively and jiationtly, and be­ 
tween two puffs at his cigar pro­ 
nounces judgment. 
In little more 
than half an hour tlie ¡irince has de­ 
cided about 30 cases, and rendered 
justice to his ¡leople without the in­ 
terven lion of regi>» try or tax. 
Not everyone vdio applies to him, 
however, gains his cause. 
Thus, a 
citizen was condemned one day by 
the tribunal to pay a fine of ten 
florins. 
Considering that ho had 
been dealt with unjustly, he waited 
till the evening for the prince to 
seat himself under the tree, and then 
complained to him as usual. 
Nico­ 
las reflected for a moment; then 
looking the man well in the face, 
and patting him on the shoulder, 
said: 
“You are right, my son, the 
sentence was not just, the judge 
was mistaken; instead of ten, you 
must x>ay 
15 florins.” 
To 
which 
the supposed “victim,” bowing low, 
replied: 
“ I will pay the 15 florins 
to which you have condemned me, 
because I know that your sentence 
is always just; but we can never 
know if that of your ministers is 
so.” 
Being condemned some time 
after by the tribunal to another fine 
of 30 florins, the man was asked if 
he would appeal to the 
prince. 
“This time,” he replied, scratching 
his head, “ITl not appeal, because 
if the ¡jrince should }juuish me as I 
deserve I could not acquit m\"self. 
I 
can pay 30 but not 35 florins.”—Lon­ 
don Standard.

and the uses to which they are p ut 
arc many. 
’ 
One class of bones is called “cut­ 
lery bones,” and manufacturers in 
this country and abroad use them in 
making handles for knives, forks 
and razors. 
The “shin bone” of a 
beef is steamed until it is as white 
as snow and some manufacturers in 
Germany make p iano keys out of 
them, that look so much like ivory 
th at it would require an exp ert to 
detect the difference. 
The man in 
charge of the bone dep artment at 
Armour’s said: “ It has been found 
th at almost 
anything 
for which 
ivory is used can be made from beef- 
. bones, save billiard balls, and I be­ 
lieve even billiard balls could be 
made if they could only make them 
hard enough. 
The black hoof is in 
great demand for buttons, and many 
of the beautiful black sash buttons 
you see are made from hoofs.” There 
is also a great demand for the horns 
taken from animals in the p acking­ 
house. 
The horns are first steamed 
until they are soft, after which they 
are sxdit and x-iresseJ until they are 
p erfectly flat. 
Then they are j)ol- 
ished until all the beautiful colors 
are brought out distinctly. 
Many 
flne 
imitations 
of 
tortoise-shell 
combs and hair ornaments are made 
from these horns, both in the New 
England states and in Germany, 
France and Italy. 
The Jap anese 
p eot>le find many uses for them, but 
the p rincip al manufactories are in 
this country.—Ka'isas City Star.

Some Very Valuable Sug^ejhcnj ij.- 
Butter Makers. 
Milk may be set for cream in vari­ 
ous kinds of vessels and under dl ,'-^r- 
ent conditions. 
The |>oorest method 
is to set in siiallow tin p ans or 
crocks on p antry shelves or in a 
cellar. 
Milk thus set is exxm. r 1 to 
a greater air contact than when set 
otiierwise, and so is more litiblo to 
be affected by injurious odors, by 
diseases transmitted 
through tiie 
atmosp here, and by heat and coM. 
IMilk so set will oftentimes rap .idiv 
sour, or in very cold weather may 
freeze. 
If it sours badly in summer 
when skimmed, curds will l)o likely 
to get in the cream iind 
remain 
more or less in the butler, after 
churning, 
forming 
white 
sx^ots, 
thereby 
seriously 
injuring 
the 
quality of the butter. 
Or if the 
milk or cream freezes, an inferior 
grade of butter will be made from 
it. 
If cream is to be secured by set­ 
ting milk, the best p lan will be to 
set the rnilk in round tin cans, about 
18 inches deep and 
8 inches in diam­ 
eter. 
If tiie can is p laced in ice 
water or cold sp ring water, to the 
height of tlie milk in the can, the 
conditions for cream sex'jaration will 
be greatly imp roved, 
esp ecially if 
inside a refrigerator or creamer. 
This method helxis keep the milk 
at a uniform temp erature and en- 
ablos the cream to rise to best ad­ 
vantage. 
Such cans as these, op en 
a t the tox^, are commonly known as 
“shotgun” cans, and may be bought 
of dairy-sup p ly houses, or can be 
made by any good tinner. 
These deep cans are skimmed in 
one of two ways—either by a con­ 
ical skimmer from the surface or by 
means of a faucotor valve 
at the 
bottom of the can, where the skim 
milk is drawm off. 
In exxuudmcnts 
a t the Indiana station, 
in com- 
X>aring these two methods of skim­ 
ming, where the milk was skimmed 
from above there was an average 
loss about twice as great as in that 
skimmed by drawing off from be­ 
low. 
During 15 days in February 
the average loss from surface skim­ 
ming was 3-4 p er cent., while that 
skimmed from below showed a loss 
of b ut . 17 p er cent. 
It is imxtortant th at milk should 
be set only in tin vessels of good 
quality. 
The cheaxt tin sold on five 
and ten-cent counters is so thin a 
wash that it is readily corroded to 
the under metal, which gives a ruin­ 
ous flavor to the milk if it sours in 
the vessel at all. 
Whore used for 
holding milk the tin should be of 
X X X grade. 
Tiiis is more durable, 
stiffer and less affected by the acid 
in sour milk. 
In general, 
striving to 
make a fine quality of buiti-r should 
have a cabinet creamer. 
In this the 
milk may be kex)t to best advantug • 
and p rox>erly 
frvn a h - 
jectioiiablc odors and dirt.—Eiflletin 
Purdue University Exx)erjnunt Sta­ 
tion.
